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St. Patrick s Mission to Irish Met 
W ith Success 1,500 Years Ago

Just 1,500 years ago, if the con­ 
clusions of some historians are ac­ 
curate, St. Patrick was bringing to 
a successful close the great mission 
of his life— the Christianizati o n 
of the Irish people. 
St. Patrick is believed to have 
been born about 387 A. I). He is 
said to have been at 
least 
40 
years old when he began his mis­ 
sionary work in Ireland and it is 
further believed his great t a s k 
consumed 30 years, by the end of 
which time a majority of the peo­ 
ple had been baptized. 
This would indicate that by 457 
A. D., just 15 centuries ago, the 
great missionary and teacher had 
brought most of the Irish into the 
church’s f o l d . For this g r e a t 
achievement, St. Patrick’s D a y , 
March 17, is observed by folk of 
Irish descent or nationality— for 
it is on March 17, in the y e a r 
453 A. D., thatJsit. Patrick d i e d , 
according to tradition. 
St. Patrick was born at a place 
called Bannuenta, t h e 
locale of 
which is in some doubt. 
S o m e 
writers hold that Bannuenta was 
in the south-central part of what 
is now known as England. Others 
hold it existed in southeast Wales. 
Still others believe it was some­ 
where in southern Scotland.

AT AN Y RATE, 
he w a s the 
•on of one Calpumius, a deacon, 
and the grandson of Potit u s, 
a 
presbyter. The boy was baptiz e d 
with the name of Sueat. which is 
translated into modem langu a g e 
as meaning "w arlike.” Litt I e is 
known of his early life. At 16 he 
was captured by the warri o r s of 
an Irish high king, Niali Notgial- 
lach, and sold into slavery. 
After six years in b o n d a g e 
tending the h e r d s of a paean 
chieftain in County Antrim, Ire­ 
land. Surat managed to escape, 
and fled to Franre aboard a ship 
carrying a cargo of Irish wolf- 
dogs to the European mainland. 
The fugitive found h i s way to 
a 
monastery 
where 
t h e 
good 
monks took him in and educat e d 
him. A f t e r diligent study h e r e 
and at several other abbeys and 
monasteries, he mi.de a brief visit 
to Britain where, tradition has it, 
he had a vision of a man named 
Victorious who carried an epist I e 
headed, “ The Voice of the 
Irish 
People.” It also is said he heard 
voices crying out to 
him, 
"W e 
pray thee, holy youth, to c o m e 
and walk again amongst us as be­ 
fore.”

O S H IS R E T U R N to F r a n c e , 
having fitted h i m s e l f for the 
priesthood, he sought permissi o n 
to go to Ireland as a missionary. 
This was granted by Pope Celes­ 
tine I who reputedly also g a v e 
him the title "Hiberniae P a t e r 
Civium” (Father of the Irish Citi- 
lens). The last two parts of the 
name eventually were contract e d 
Into "Patercius” and l a t e r to 
"Patrick .” 
Landing at Inverdea in County 
Wicklow, St. Patrick s e t vigor­ 
ously to work, quickly concerting 
an I r i s h Druid chief n a me d 


D id n t. 
St. Patrick was utterly fearless.

The story is told that at Easter, 
which also was the time of a pagan 
Druid festival, the Irish high king, 
Leoghaire. had ordered no fires be 
lit until the royal fire was

fiance, St. Patrick lit a Paschal 
fire on Easter Eve night— and won 
permission from the admiring king 
to preach the faith to the people. 
Two writings believed to be the 
work of St. Patrick have c o m e 


down to us. O n e is the Conf e s- 
sion, to be found in the B o o k of 
Armagh. The other is a letter to 
Coroticus, the B r i t i s h king of 
Strathclyde, 
written 
a f t e r the 
king’s men had slain some newly- 
baptized Christians in a r a i d on 
Ireland. 
There also survives a song gen­ 
erally known as the Hymn of St. 
Patrick. Its Irish name is F a e d 
Fiada. (The Cry of the Deer).

The blimp covered more than 
S.000 miles, compared

man Graf Zeppelin 
which

around the world in 1929 without 
refueling.

CINCINNATI OP — A I hiladel- 
phia scientist says Russia may try 
to launch an artificial satellite with 
“ five times the payload” of that 
planned for Project Vanguard. 
Dr. I. M. Levitt, director of the 
i Eels Planetarium of Franklin In­ 
stitute, told a University of Cin­ 
cinnati audience Friday night that 


J the philosophies 
of 
the 
United 
States and Russia on the projects 
are strongly opposed. 
He said: "The Russian approach 
will be to put all their eggs in one 
basket,” while the 
U. 
S. 
"w ill 
gamble 12 times in putting satel­ 
lites into the sky.” 
Project Vanguard, part 
of the 
International 
Geophysical 
Year, 
will fire a rocket from the Florida 
coast later this year, sending a 
satellite above the atmosphere to 
circle the earth and transmit im 
portant data about conditions it 
encounters. 
Dr. Levitt said 
the 
Russians 
will try the 
same 
project, 
but 
with a 100-pound satellite-—much 
bigger than the American one. 
" If they (Russians) should fail 
on one try, they will attempt sub­ 
sequent ones,” he said. "The im­ 
portant feature here 
is 
that 
a 
single satellite will provide more 
information than a dozen of ours."

CLEVELAND — Tho num ber of 
entile and calves on the nation’s 
farm s and ranches declined last 
year for the first tim e in seven 
years, according to the research 
departm ent of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Cleveland.

The recent cyclical build-up in 
cattle inventories, the sixth in 67 
years of i n v e ntory liquidation 
which culminated in 1949, By Jan­ 
uary a year ago, the number of 
cattle on farms had risen to a new 
high of nearly 97 million head, or 
about 14 percent above the previous 
peak established in 1945, the re­ 
port shows.

COINCIDENT with, and in part 
reflecting, the marked expansion 
In the output of beef this past year 
was the rise in the per-capita con­ 
sumption of all meat to an all-time 
high of 165 pounds. 
That rate of consumption repre- 
aents over a fifth more meat than 
as consumed in 1952 when beef pro­ 
duction was at a postwar low. 
At that time, cattle were being 
withheld from market in order to 
build up cattle inventories, ' >st 
the reverse of what is currently oc- 
curing as the industry enters into 
what appears to be a period of in­ 
ventory liquidation. 
What is anticipated with respect 
to meat, supplies for the current 
year: With regard to the prospec­ 
tive supply of beef, it. should be 
pointed out that cattle-feeding ac­ 
tivity at the beginning of the year 
was at the highest level of record. 
The 6.1 million head on feed 
January 1 was 4 p e r cent more 
than the record number of a yar 
ago. More of the cattle on feed 
were young cattle than a year earl­ 
ier, so that marketings, while con­ 
tinuing heavy, may be more even­ 
ly distributed than in 1956. (In the 
year, top grades of cattle had been 
in unusually heavy supply during 
the first half of the year and were 
.in more limited supply during the 
remainder of the year.) 
Another factor which will appar­ 
ently have an importan! influence 
on the supply of beef this year is 
the severity of the drought in a 
number of the important catt 1 e- 
raising states, as previously men­ 
tioned. It appears now that unless 
drought conditions are quickly re­ 
lieved. by adequate rainfall, m o r e 
herd owners will be forced, to re­ 
duce holdings, thereby stre n g t h- 
•ning the prospect that the total 
number of cattle slaughtered may 
be about as large as last year.

T h e conservation reserve phase 
of the Soil Rank is a long - term 
program designed to reduce crop 
surpluses and help farmers estab­ 
lish conservation practices on land 
normally used for crop production. 
The conservation reserve goal 
for Ohio is 480,000 acres of crop­ 
land. That’s 4.6 per cent of the 
land normally growing crops for 
harvest.

Lighter average carcass weights, 
however, will tend to hold the total 
volume of beef below year - ago 
levels and bring a reduction in the 
per-capita supply of beef. 
The prospect of a. decline in the 
per-capita supply of beef is par­ 
alleled by a similar rospect with 
respect to the supply of pork. Cold 
storage holdings of pork January 
30 were the lowest for that date in 
eleven years. The out-put of dress­ 
ed pork fell below year-ago levels 
in November and is expected to 
average about 10 percent below a 
y e a r earlier in the first t h r e e 
months of this year. Production of 
pork is likely to continue bel o w 
year-ago levels until late this year. 
Marketings through the first half of 
the year will reflect the 4 percent 
smaller pig crop of last fall. Dur­ 
ing the latter half of the year, 
marketings will be from a spring 
pig crop which producers in,tend to 
reduce by 2 percent from, a year 
earlier, according to recent reports. 
While the reduction in output from 
a year ago is expected to narrow 
as the year progresses, the total 
supply of pork on a per capita basis 
may be off about 6 percent from 
that of last year. 
In. contrast to the prospect of 
somewhat smaller supplies of pork 
and beef, supplies of veal and lamb 
and mutton are not expected to 
vary appreciably from those of the 
past year. Their importance in the 
total meat picture is limited by the 
fact that these forms of meat com­ 
prise less than, one * tenth, of the 
total, consumption, of red mea. t s, 
whereas beef and pork comprise 
nine-tenths of the total consumed... 
In view of the fact that beef and 
pork constitute about nine-tenths of 
the annual consumption of m e a t , 
any factors which influence the out­ 
put of either or both of these two 
forms of meat has a strong in­ 
fluence on the total consumption of 
meat. The recent decline in cattle 
numbers, which may be accompa­ 
nied by a moderate reduction in 
the output of beef, is occurring at 
a time when pork production is off 
from year-earlier levels. The total 
supply of red meats, theref ore, 
seems likely to fall short of the 
abundance of last year when per- 
capita consumption reached a rec­ 
ord rate of 165 pounds. The decline 
in available supplies is expected to 
be reflected in somewhat high e r 
average retail prices.

tain an approved cover crop. 
You also must comply with your 
allotments on tobacco, corn a n d 
wheat. You cannot use water for 
irrigation of crops from ponds es­ 
tablished under your conservati o n 
reserve contract, but you can irri­ 
gate conservation reserve a c r e s 
from such ponds. 
You can’t bring non-cropland in­ 
to production unless you have prior 
approval from the ASC and you re­ 
store an equal acreage to perma­ 
nent vegetative cover.

Scherer (R- 
Ohio) made the suggestion after 
the editors refused to answer 
questions before a. Subcommittee 
of the House Committee an Un- 
American Activities. 
Revocation, he said, is “the only 
effective way we’re going to deal 
with these people." 
Rep. Morgan' Moulder (D-Mo) 
said the recommendation would be 
placed before the full committee. 
Scherer directed his remarks 
against Michael Tkach of Manhat­ 
tan, editor of the Ukranian Daily 
News, and Anthony Bimba of 
Richmond Hill, Queens, editor of 
: Lithuanian paper, ‘ Sviesa." 
The subcommittee is investigat­ 
ing dissemination of Communist 
propaganda in the United States 
by the Communist and foreign, 
press. 
Tkach and Bimba invoked the 
First and Fifth Amendments re­ 
peatedly ur.der questioning by 
Richard Arens, committee coun­ 
sel. They declined to say for 
whom, they worked or what they 
did, other than their occupation 
was “journalist." „ 
Scherer said some articles ap­ 
pearing in the foreign language 
press during the Korean War 
amounted to treason. 
Arens asked Tkach whether he 
was ashamed of editorials in his 
newspaper condemning the action 
of U. S.* forces in Korea... Tkach 
again invoked the Fifth Amend­ 
ment. The response was the same 
when asked whether he ever had 
worked with anyone connected 
with the Soviet secret police.

Windbreaks Would Help Half 


Of Ohio's Farms, Expert Says 


Turnpike Income 


COLUMBUS — At least half the 
farms in Ohio could profit fronr 
windbr c a k s, says F. W. Dean, 
Ohio State University extension for­ 
ester. 
Farms in we stem, central and 
northeastern parts of the state 
stand to benefit mo.t from such 
trees plantings, Dean expía i n s, 
The forester notes in W e s tern 
states studies show windbreaks 
10 to 35 years old reduce fuel 
bills substantially besid.es pro­ 
tecting livestock. 
Windbreaks protecting a farm­ 
stead should be on the side of pre­ 
vailing winds, Dean explains. In 
Ohio prevailing winds usually are 
from the south and west, except in 
the lake region, where they are 
from, the north and northeast. Dean 
recommends planting trees in an. 
L-Shape at least, 75 feet from build­ 
ings and. driveways. 
• m 9 
AT LEAST THREE rows of trees 
are needed lor a windbreak. Dean 
prefers 4 to 6 rows, with trees 
spaced at least 10 feet apart in each 
direction. The forester sugg e s t s 
Norway Spruce for the outside row 
and red, Austrian or white pine for 
the inside rows. 
April or May is the best time 
to plant farm windbreaks, Dean 
says. Trees should be set in 
ground that has been plowed, cul­ 
tivated and heavily mulched 
with straw, old hay, well-rotted 
manure or peat. Five or 6-year-old 
transplants are prefer Me. 


If protected from livestock, the 
trees should be 10 to 15 feet tall 
in 6 to 10 years, Dean says. Farm ­ 
ers may realize full 'benefits, from, 
the windbreak when the trees are 
about 15 years old

WOOSTER,—A new' chemical is 
now available for controlling poi­ 
son ivy and horse nettles in or­ 
chards. 
Known, as Amino Triazole, th e 
chemical comes as a dry wettaMe 
powder and is used at the rate 
of four pounds to 100 gallons of 
water, or three tablespoons per 
gallon. The ivy should be sprayed 
in midsummer when the plant 
.reaches full leaf. Plants should be 
completely coverea with the spray, 
according to C. W. Ellen wood of 
the Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
station horticulture department. 
Tests show Amino Triazole is a 
comparatively slow acting chem­ 
ical. About two weeks after ap­ 
plications cheorophyll production 
in the plant ceases. This causes 
plants to turn, white. A complete 
kill of poison ivy, horse nettles, 
and Canada thistles will result if 
the solution has been carefully ap­ 
plied, says Ellenwood. 
Amino Triazole still is rather ex­ 
pensive wdien used on a large 
scale but is recommended for spot 
spraying in ivy infested orchards. 
An advantage of this chemical, 
over any other control is the ease 
with which the sprayer can be 
cleaned, Ellenwood says.

Mental Hospital Rosters Decline 


One of the most promising pieces of 
news, affecting future benefits for Wash­ 
ington C. H., to “ break' 1 here in m a n y 
years was the recent announcement from 
the National Cash Register Company that 
the supply division plant of that big cor­ 
poration will more than double its present 
bu siness facilities in the near future. 
With plans already underway for a big 
local expansion program, it has been of­ 
ficially indicated by this company t h a t 
construction of the new addition probably 
will begin this coming fail and that there 
will be a sizable increase in the number 
of employees here. 
This word from a substantial organiza­ 
tion like the NCR should make citizens of 
Washington C. H. very optimistic in their 
outlook for the city’s growth and general 
betterment. It means more employment 
possibilities of a high caliber and another 
upward swing in business circles here. 
The NCR record here, since that organ­ 
ization entered this locality with one of its 
important subsidiary plants, has been of 
outstanding benefit to our city. Not only 
the large payroll which it has added to the 
city's natural income has been a lift to the 
community, but the type of employees it 


engages and their civic interest displayed 
adds materially to this city’s assets. 
The company itself has shown a quick 
willingness to aid in all forward - looking 
activities which our city has undertaken. 
This all points toward another thing no­ 
ticeable in recent years here and that is 
that Washington C. H. has been enjoying 
a steady growth of the substantial type 
that makes a city better, in many ways, 
as a place in which to live. 
One thing is clearly indicated; this city 
must have more room to grow.

Miss Adams and Mr. Roosevelt 
t3y George Sokolsky 


Miss Josephine Truslow Adams 
acted as a go-between for Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Earl Browder. Her testimony, 
about which much was heard in 
the past, has now been 
made 
available by the Senate Sub-com­ 
mittee on Internal Security. To 
some Democrats, it is unseemly 
to have any testimony taken con­ 
cerning a president who so re­ 
cently died and whose family is 
still about, but to most Americans 
history is history. 
Miss 
Adams 
played 
in 
the 
fringes of the communist move 
ment and knew 
many of the 
leaders of the 1930’s. It was the 
President who initiated her inter­ 
est in Browder 
It came about 
this way: 
“ And as soon as he (the presi­ 
dent) hau given me directions 
rn that, he turned around sudden­ 
ly and began talking about the 
Browder case and asked me — he 
•aid 
suddenly. 
‘What 
do you 
think would happen if I should 
pardon Earl Browder tomorrow?’ 
Just like that. ‘How would 
the 
newspapers take it?* And I told 
him to the best of my 
ability 
what I thought would happen at 
that tim e.” 
Miss Adams then testified that 
abe saw the President 38 or 40 
tim es either at Hyde Park or at 
the White House. An interesting 
episode is related by Miss Adams 
President Roosevelt did not want 
• third party outside of New York 
State where the American Labor 
Party had been established as a 
catch all for communists, social­ 
ists and liberals of various kinds 
who ware willing to vote for 


Roosevelt bul not for the Dem­ 
ocratic party. So Miss Adams 
talked to Earl Browder about 
this. Then she recounts: 
“ . . .And (I) was interested to 
see that in those days he « Brow­ 
der) had a good deal of influence, 
because within a few days there 
were things in the paper all over 
the country about the fact that 
there would be no third party 
outside of the ALP in New York 
State — not just in the commun­ 
ist papers, but all over. And Ben­ 
son of the former labor group was 
approached and had an interview 
with Earl in New York, and of 
course Gil Green, of later fame, 
wrote an article in 
the 
Daily 
Worker itself on that subject, and 
the Times came out with an 
article that there would be — 
understood there would be no 
third party beyond New York 
State in the 44 election.” 
There is a further comment by 
Miss Adams: 
* . . .But that was the 
most 
amazing piece of political engi­ 
neering-—of course— the first I 
had witnessed of how fast things 
could go if they were well or­ 
ganized. In other words, there it 
really worked. And at that time 
he (Browden was at hi» 
peak 
of 
influence. 
Browder 
had 
a 
great deal of influence outside of 
the party at that time, although 
he was shortly out of prison. . 
According to Miss Adams, Eail 
Browder was in a position to get 
information concerning events in 
China. She gave Browder’s sum­ 
mary to Roosevelt. This testi­ 
mony by Miss Adam» is most 
interesting: 
“ ...H e (Browden handed it 


to me . . . It came from a suit­ 
case 
that 
had 
:ome in from 
Burma, some place in the east. 
Because I saw him take some 
papers out of the lining of a 
suitcase somebody had brought 
him. It had come by plane . ." 
It is not quite understandable 
why the President of the United 
States engaged in a surreptitious 
relationship with the head of the 
communist party. Mr. Roosevelt

'Heart Pump' 
Is Developed 
At Ohio State 


CO LUM BUS 
f/P — A 
“ h e a r t 
pump" which halts heart action 
for as long as 45 minutes has been 
developed at Ohio 
State 
Univer­ 
sity’s health center. 
Ten years ago. such stoppage of 
the heart would have caused death 
and was 
considered 
impossible. 
Today, the “ heart pump” is en­ 
abling surgeons at University and 
Children’s hospitals here to halt 
heart action during surgery. 
It pumps for 
the 
heart 
and 
breathes for the lungs. 
The machine had its inception 
in 1950 with 
basic 
construction 
completed in the departments of 
cardiology and physiology, 
The p#np detours blood around 
the heart 
and 
lungs. 
Surgeons 
then are able to temporarily par­ 
alyze the heart muscle, open the 
organ and correct defects. 
Blood 
normally 
entering 
the 
hear' is diverted into the machine 
through two plastic tubes inserted 
in large veins. 
The heart’s pumping 
action 
is 
simulated 
by 
a 
series of steel 
fingers, compressing and releas­ 
ing a rubber tube in a sort of milk­ 
ing action. 
The blood takes on oxygen and 
emits carbon dioxide, similar to 
the process that 
occur* ' in 
the 
lungs. The blood is returned to the 
patient’s body via a plastic tube 
in a branch of the aorta, the ma- 
jo 
artery leading from the heart.

'Heart .Pump' 
Is Developed 
At Ohio State 
COLUMBUS 'B — A “h e a r t 
pump” which halts heart action 
for as long as 45 minutes has been 
developed at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity’s health center. 
Ten years ago, such stoppage of 
the heart would have caused death 
and was considered impossible. 
Today, the “heart pump” is en­ 
abling surgeons at University and 
Children’s hospitals here to halt 
heart action during surgery. 
It pumps for the heart and 
breathes for the lungs. 
The machine had its inception 
in 1950 with basic construction 
completed in the departments of 
cardiology and physiology. 
The pimp detours blood around 
the heart and lungs. Surgeons 
then are able to temporarily par­ 
alyze the heart muscle, open the 
organ and correct defects. 
Blood normally entering the 
hear is diverted into the machine 
through two plastic tubes inserted 
in large veins. 
The heart’s pumping action is 
simulated by a series of steel 
fingers, compressing and releas­ 
ing a rubber tube in a sort of milk­ 
ing action. 
The blood takes on oxygen and 
emits carbon dioxide, similar to 
the process that occurs * in the 
lungs. The blood is returned to the 
patient’s body via a plastic tube 
in a branch of the aorta, the ma­ 
jo artery leading from the heart.
